Section 1, It shall be unlawful for any person to carry on the bus- 
iness of Hawker or Peddler within the corporate limits of the City 
of East Jordan without first having obtained a license therefor as 
hereinafter provided. 

_ Section 2, Any person desiring to carry on the business mentioned 
in Section 1 of this ordinance, shall make and file in the office of the 
City Clerk of the said city and application for license, containing: 

a. Signature of applicant ; 

b. Time or period for which license is desired. 

The goods or merchandise which applicant intends to offer 
or sale, ; So 

d. Proof of possession of license required by. the state in his 
particular trade or business (if applicable). _ : 

e. Proof of good character and ethical business practice. 

f. Application must be accompanied by license fee hereinafter

ge pplication must be accompanied by posting $1,000 suret: 
bond; such surety to be acceptable to the City Clerk. a : 

Section 38. The City Clerk shall thereupon accept the application 


and accompanying material and then shall proceed to determine if. 


this same meets the requirements of this ordinance; within seven (7) 
days after the receipt of said application the City Clerk shall issue 
said license, or deny the same stating the reason therefor. 

Section 4, The Jicense fee required by this ordinance shall be as 
follows: Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) for the period of one (1) day 
or the sum of One hundred dollars ($100.00) for the period of:one 
(1) year from date of issuance. 

Secticn 5. Any person who sells or offers for sale ‘on any of the 
Streets, alleys, wharves, or other public places within the corporate 
limits of the City of East Jordan, any goods, wares, or. merchandise 
or who travels from place to place therein for the purpose of selling 
or offering for sale any goods, wares, or merchandise, by sample or 
otherwise, wiether delivery be made at the time of sale or whether 
the order be taken for future delivery, shall be deemed a hawker 
or peddier within the meaning of this ordinance: Provided, that no- 
thing contained in this ordinance shall be construed to prevent any 


manufacturer, farmer, mechanic, nurseryman or ‘peddler of meat or 


fish from selling, or offering for sale, his own work, catch or pro- 
duction, by sample or otherwise, without a license, nor shall any 
wholesale merchant be prevented by anything herein contained, from 
selling to dealers by sample without license; but no wholesale mer- 
chant shall be allowed to peddle or to employ others to peddle goods

Section 6.’ Any person delivering goods, wares or merchandise 
which have been sold by another, by sample or otherwise, for future 
delivery, without license, shall be deemed a hawker and peddler with-

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We have had three years ideal for fast growing of young trees. In 
some instances young trees have grown so fast that they are not 
setting to fruit—especially apple trees. The district horticulture 
agent says in that case, do not trim. 


‘In some cases the trees could be girdled. Or holding back on 
mulch and fertilizer, or cultivating will choke them down enough 
te cause the trees to set heavier to fruit. 


" We have the choice between getting a larger tree that will even- | 


tually hold more bushels or a smaller tree producing earlier. Altho 
where the lard is rich, the trees seem to go on forever before bear- 
ing. 


In the case of pears—if they are grown too fast, they will have 
fire blight. Glen Ricks says, do not overdo anything. This far- 
north it is necessary. to have all trees well ripened early, especially 
where manure is used.

Homegrown strawberries have begun to appear on some markets 
in the state, and peak production is approaching in some of ‘the ear- 
lier cron sections. where Michigan’s heaviest volume is ‘grown. 


Premier, the old favorite, and the newer and larger Robinson 
are varieties most common, but Blakemores, Fairfax and Chesa- 
peakes are also grown as well as some more recent developments 
of the plant nronagator. 


are of frosts cold weather and drought in May, this year’s 
strawberry production in Michigan is expected to be only 60 to 75 
percent of last year’s 1,050,000 crates. . 


Michiean straberries are usually packed in 16-quart crates, South- 
ern berries m»ve to market in 24- -quart erates in nearly all instances. 
The shipping season has ended or is closing in producing areas south 
of Michigan. 


Most Michigan strawberry varieties are ideal for that old 1 fash- 
ioned shortcake, pies, jams, jellies or processing. 


In buying strawberries remember the name and address of the pac- 
ker or dealer should appear on the container, according to Miles A. 
Nelson, of the Michigan Department of Agyriculture’s Bureau of Mar- 
keting & Enforcement, which has charge of strawberry and other 
fruit inspection. 


Strawberries should be mature and even in size, but not overripe. 
Michigan law requires the shown surface of the pack to be truly re- 
presentative of the contents beneath. Individual containers should 
be well filled. 


Michigan’s heaviest. strawberry production is in Berrien and Van 
Buren counties. In national production Berrien stands 6th and Van 
Buren 16th. Other producting regions are Allegan and Ottawa coun- 
ties, the Grand Rapids-section, Alpena, and a limited acreage in the 
Hancock—Houghton area in the Upper Peninsula.
